Beef, véal, mutton, lamb, pork, 


—and so can poultry. Meat mix- 
tures are not recommended for 
home . canning. These include 
chili con carne, stews or soups 
made with cereals and vegetables. 

-For safe canning, meat must be 
heated through and through in a 
steam pressure canner. A boliing- 
water bath, an oven, 
without pressure, or an open ket- 
tle will not heat the meat hot 
enough to kill bacteria and the 
meat may spoil or cause serious 
food poisoning. If you don’t have, 
or can’t borrow, a steam-pressure 
canner, preserve the meat by cur- 
ing or freezing. 

After the animal to be canned 
has been butchered, it should be 
chilled at once and kept chilled un- 
til canning time. Chilled meat is 
easier to handle and calls for re- 
frigeration or for weather that 
can be counted on to keep the 
meat at 40 degrees or lower. Meat 
held at temperatures may be can- 
ned at any convenient time with- 
in a few days after killing. 

Avoid freezing meat, if possible.

Most Deadly. Traffic 


Period Now At Hand 
With Christmas at hand, Sgt. 
Harold W. Moore, of, the Gaylord 
post of the Michigan ‘State Police, 
is urging drivers and pedestrians 
alike to be unusually careful and 
not let death take their holiday. 
Pointing out that last year 21 


persons were killed in traffic ac- |. 


cidents in Michigan on the day be- 
fore Christmas, - Sgt. Moore said 
that “December, the merriest 


month of the year, is also the most | 


deadly.” 

“We are now in the-most dan- 
gerous period of the month,” he 
continued. “Last December there 
was an average of more than six 
traffic deaths a day, or a total of 
195 for the month. But of this tot- 
al, 117: were killed during the last 
15 days, an average of eight each 
day, and 76 of these lost their liv- 
es during the last eight days, an 
of nearly. 10 each day. 
The peak was reached with the 


“4 |tragic toll of 21 on the day before 


Christmas.” 

Sgt. Moore said State Police 
records show that last winter the 
accident rate increased nearly 45 
per cent and the death rate 50 per 
cent. These increases were due 
largely to added hazards such as 
slippery streets and highways, 
more hours of darkness, driving 


les with defective equipment. 

Three-fourths of last winter’s 
traffic fatalities occurred after 
dark, nearly half when roads were 
wet, snowy, or icy, and 20 percent 
when vision was obscured by sleet, 
More than half of the drivers were 
violating a traffic law. 

One-third of all those killed 
were pedestrians, 

“The accident rate goes up dur- 
ing the holidays because there is 
more traffic, people are in a hur- 
ry and become careless, and some- 
times they celebrate too much,” 
he stated. “With a little extra care 
and caution December, instead of

‘Reiley was born and raised on a 
farm at Bellaire in Antrim Coun- 
ty.
